WASHINGTON, Sept, 2.—Blame 
‘for the crash at Uniontown, Pa., 
of a TWA airliner last April in 
which 12 persons were killed today 
was placed on the dead pilot, Otto 
C. Ferguson, in the official report 
of the Bureau of Air Commerce. 
The report declared that the 
radio directional beams operated 
by the Bureau of Air Commerce 
were functioning normally. At ex- 
tended hearingsintothe crash con- 
ducted at Pittsburgh by. the bu- 
reau, officials of the TWA line at- 


tempted to show that the direction 
beams were not functioning prop- 
erly and that their failure might 
have led Pilot Ferguson into the 
ravine in which the big airliner 
crashed. 

Report of Air Bureau. 

“It is the opinion of the Bureau 
of Air Commerce,” said the report, 
signed by Eugene L,; Vidal, director, 

that the probable-eause of this ac- 
cident was poor judgment on the 
part of Pilot Ferguson for flying 
by visual ground observation meth- 
ods after having descended through 
the clouds and overcast in moun- 
tainous terrain at a point unknown 
to him. 

“Because of low clouds and poor 
visibility, this required flying close 
to the ground, whereas the safest 
method under such circumstances 
is to climb into or above the over- 
cast to a safe altitude and deter- 
mine the location of the plane by 
instruments and radio.” 

In the course of extended hearings 
‘at the Pittsburgh airport immedi- 
ately following the crash, numerous 
contested points were developed, 
with the operating company taking 
one point of view and Bureau of 
Air Commerce officials seeking to 
develop an opposite viewpoint. The 
report finds against the company 
on virtually every point. ® 

Much of the controversy centered 
around the radio beams, or ranges, 
operated by the bureau, which en- 
able planes to fly “blina” through 
fog arid-overcast weather. Of these 
radio direction finders, the report 
declared: 

‘The two Pittsburgh radio ranges 
were flight checked by a Bureau of 
Air Commerce radio test pilot on 
March 29 and the characteristics 
common to these radio ranges locat- 
ed in mountainous country, ‘vere 
published by the bureau in~a ‘notice 
to airmen’ dated April 1, six days 
before the accident, and made avail- 
able to all air lines -operating 
through Pittsburgh, including TWA. 
Further, there is evidence that TWA 
pilots on this run are and have long 
been familiar with these general 
characteristics.” 

Extreme Caution Advised. 

In the “notice to airmen” referred 
fo, the bureau said that because of 
the inevitable static over mountain- 
Ws country the Pittsburgh radio 

is were to be used with extreme 
caution by pilots, Prior to the crash 
there had been numerous reports 
of faulty operation of the beams, 
including false “cones of silence.” 
® cone of silence is the signal to 
the pilot to come down out of the 
fog or Overcast to land at the air- 
Port but a few miles distant.

RAIN YESTERDAY 
AND LAST NIGHT 
HEAVIEST IN 3 YEARS 


Fall of 2.63 Inches in 24 
Hours Breaks Drouth — 
Relief All Over State. 


The heaviest rain in more than 
three years fell in St. Louis yester- 
day and last night, breaking the 
drouth of July and August which 
was worse than any on record. 

The gauge at the Weather Bu- 
reau station on the New Federal 
Building registered rainfall of 2.63 
inches in the 24 hours ended at 7 
a.m. today. At Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport the fall was considerably 
heavier, 3.47 inches. 

Until now the heaviest rain this 
year has been 1.15 inches, on Feb. 
12 and 13. In July rainfall totaled 
but .60 of an inch, and in August, 
85. Not since July 23, 1933, when 
the rainfall was 3.72 inches, has 
there been such a heavy rain as 
that of yesterday and last night. 

The heavy rain in July, 1933, fell 
in a limited area downtown and on 
the South Side in less than two 
hours. Elsewhere in the city there 
were only light showers. 

It was a good, soaking down- 
pour which fell intermittently from 
early yesterday afternoon until 
early this morning. 

Rain fell throughout the State 
and was heavy except in the 
northwest and southwest portions. 
Around the Lake of the Ozarks the 
fall measured from 3 to 5 inches, 
and in the vicinity of Poplar Bluff 
it was from 5 to 6 inches. Most 
of the central part of the State 
got from 1.20 to 1.70 of an inch,

COOLER TONIGHT; SOMEWHAT 
WARMER, FAIR TOMORROW

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—In this 
campaign year the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue has had the difficult 
task of deciding when an admis- 
sion charge—subject to a 10 per cent 
Federal tax—is not an admission 
charge. The answer is when it’s 
an admission charge to a political 
meeting. 

In response to appeals from col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue in sev- 
eral districts, the bureau here has 
ruled, officials said today, that the 
admissions charged to Democratic 
rallies in every part of the coun- 
try on the night of President Roose- 
velt’s acceptance speech in Phila- 
delphia were not subject to the 10 
per cent admission tax. 

The proceeds from tickets sold 
by Democratic organizations all 
over the country were considered 
as “contributions” to the Demo- 
cratic National Committee and 
therefore not taxable, according to 
M. E. Hoyt, head of the division in 
charge of collecting admission 
taxes. Collectors of Internal Rev- 
enue pointed out that in some in- 
stances these “tickets” specified 
different classes of seating—re- 
served seats or bleachers—in the 
ball park or stadium where the 
rally was held. Nevertheless, the 
admission charges were ruled not 
taxable. 

Says Regulations Are Broad. 

Hoyt explained tnat the regula- 
tions issued under the Internal 
Revenue law governing admissions 
are very broad. For example, the 
admission charge to a dinner given 
by a convention would be taxable 
if part of the charge went to pay 
for entertainment—an orchestra or 
performers—at the dinner. The sec- 
tion of the law governing admis- 
sions is certainly: broad, enough... 

“There shall be Jevied, assessed, 
collected and paid a tax of d»cent® 
for each 10-cents or fraction there- 
of of the amount paid for ission 
to any place, including admission by 
season ticket or subscription, to be 
paid by the person paying for such 
admission—except that in case the 
amount paid for admission is less 
than 41 cents, no tax shall be im- 
posed.” : 

That is the law. Gatherings of 
a religious, charitable or education 
al nature to which admission is 
charged are exempted, Hoyt ex- 
plained, adding that a political 
meeting would not come under any 
such classification. 

“The term ‘admission, ” the reg- 
ulations of the bureau state, “means 
the right or privilege to enter into 
a place. However, the law spe- 
cifically provides that it should in- 
clude ‘seats and tables, reserved 
or otherwise; and other similar ac- 
commodations.’ A charge for thei: 
use in any place must, therefore, 
be treated aS a taxable charge for 
admission, and not as a rentai 
charge . ig 

Rich Political Plums. 


Whether a tax should be assessed 
against the political rallies to which 
admission was in effect charged 
was wholly up to the collector of 
the district, Hoyt explained. If in 
doubt the collector might, as 4 
number of them did, refer the mat- 
ter to Washington for ruling. The 
post of collector, even in districts 
in which there is comparatively lit- 
tle revenue, is one much sought 
after by politicians and is regarded 
by the administration in powgr as 
a rich political plum to be dis- 
pensed with great care and fore- 
thought. 

The decision of the district col- 
lector would in such an instance be 
final, of course. No one could ap- 
peal from it. In most instances 
the law is invoked against the per- 
son or corporation taxed—that is to 
say that the strictest possible in- 
terpretation is employed in order to 
bring revenue into the treasury.

Nine Treasury Issues and Six of |

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Govern- 
ment securities rose today to rec- 
ord highs on the New York Stock 
Exchange.

McCullough told police he had 
talked yesterday with I. L. Frowit- 
ter, secretary-treasurer of the union, 
and George Olds, business agent, 
who told him that if the company 
persisted in efforts to raise the rent 
for its leased stations the union 
would “close every Conoco station 
in St. Louis within 48 hours.” .

detailed report on loans from coun- 
ty school funds with the announced 
intention of foreclosing on delin- 
quent loans. The report is to be 
made by next Wednesday. 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Rufus G. Russell, in a report to the 
court: last Monday, stated the schoo! 
fund contained $369,481, of which 
$297,050 had been lent on county 
real estate as provided by law. 

Of the 74 loans, 11 for $64,800 were 
delinquent as to principal and inter- 
est and no payments had been made 
in recent years. Twenty loans for 
$90,500 also were delinquent, but 
partial payments had been made 
recently or arrangements made 
with the County Court for exten- 
sion of the loans. 

There were 43 loans for $14,750 
which were fully paid up, Superin- 
tendent Russell reported. He was 
rebuked by the grand jury last 
March for his failure to watch dili- 
gently the school loan account and 
determine whether the law had 
been complied with in the making 
of loans through the County 
Court: 

Following an examination of 
county school fund loan records a 
year ago, the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed that as of Jan. 15, 1935, $120,- 
000 of $301,675 in loans then out- 
standing were delinquent. Most of 
the loans had been made over a 
long period to county politicians, 
their relatives and friends. Taxez 
were delinquent in many cases and 
in some instances the amount lent 
exceeded the legal maximum of 530 
per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty. 

The County Court has asked de- 
linquent borrowers from the school 
funds to appear before it and pay 
delinquent sums and renew loans 
if they are found acceptable. Some 
have not appeared and in these 
cases foreclosure proceedings will 
be instituted.

Destruction of Airdrome. 


A secret rebel airdrome from which 
Fascist planes operated in attack- 
ing Madrid was destroyed today, 
the Government reported. 

The air squadron Espana from 
Cuatro Vientos Field at Madrid de- 
stroyed the Fascist hangars, hidden 
in a small open space in a large 
pine forest of the mountains out- 
side Madrid. 

The Government squadron, under 
way at dawn, sighted four tri-motor 
(Junkers) and two pursuit planes, 
gasoline tanks. and two hangars. 
The Government flyers dropped sev- 
eral bombs which they said set fire 
to the woods and hangars. 

Two rebel planes flew upward to 
chase the attackers. One was forced 
to flee. The other, flying below a 
Government bomber, loosed ma- 
chine-gun fire. The bomber zig- 
zagged away and Government pur- 
suit planes routed the rebel ship. 


The bomber then circled back | 
over the airdrome again, dropping | 
more bombs which exploded the | 
gasoline tanks and ammunition de- | 
pots. 

Citizens were routed from their | 
beds in the capital by sirens at 5 | 
a.m. Two Government planes were 
seen reconnoitering over the eastern 
part of the capital, apparently in 
expectation of a rebel attack. Many 
persons returned to bed, however, 
when a rebel plane reported over 
nearby towns apparently changed 
its route to avoid Madrid. Others 
watched for a time, but no bombs 
were dropped on the city. 


Word of Loyalist Victories. 

Fresh reports of victories on the 
battle fronts of the civil war.

The War Ministry declared Gov- 
ernment flyers had discovered and 
bombed an important rebel air- 
drome at Olmedo, 25 miles south of 
the provincial capital of Valladolid.

BIRIATOU, French-Spanish Bor- 
der, Sept. 2.—Spanish Government 
forces abandoned their trenches on 
Puenta Ridge today, leaving Fascist 
rebels a clear path to Behobia, sub- 
urb of besieged Irun. 

At 7:40 p. m., the Fascist insur- 
gents, after storming the hill de- 
fenses of Government militiamen, 
were entering the corporate limits 
of Behobia. Three Government 
militiamen, reported to be natives 
of France, were killed by rebel 
hand grenades-at the-custom house 
before Behobia. Customs guards 
on the French side of the Bidasseq — 
River, less than 100 yards away, 
said the three lived in Hendaye, 
France, 


Retreating Government forces 
were entrenched behind sandbag 
barricades in Behobia. Others took 
up firing positions at the windows 
of houses. Eighty Spanish militia- 
men, however, fled across the inter- 
national border and were disarmed 
by French gendarmes. 

Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 

The rebels fought hand-to-hand 
with the Government defenders in 
semi-dark ness. 

San Marcial, the last Government 
stronghold, was captured after 
rebel artillery blew off the tower 
and roof of a former monastery 
which had been made a Govern- 
ment redoubt. San Marcial did not 
impede the rebel advance toward 
Irun along the river road but .re- 
mained as a threat behind them 
within their newly-conquered posi- 
tion. 

Retreating Government forces 
continued to blow up the highway 
every hundred yards as they fell 
back. The highway was mined all 
the way to Irun. 

Government militiamen made a 
desperate last stand beside the in- 
ternational bridge at Behobia, Spain, 
firing machine guns from hotel win- 
dows. 

Defenders Flee Into France. 

Spanish Government troops to- 
night fled across the Bidassoa Riv- 
er bridge into French territory 
which was swept by bullets. 

Bullets fired in Spain ricocheted 
off walis, trees and houses in the 
French city of Behobie. 

Many Spanish Government sol« 
diers were shot down while attempt- 
ing to ford the Bidassoa River. 

Those who succeeded in escaping 
to French soil said they had only

_two rounds of ammunition apiece 


when the rebel attack started in 
the afternoon. Many were armed 
only with shotguns. 

Accurate rebel shelling of the 
road from Behobia into Irun cut 
off munitions trains, they said. Irun 
itself, however, was reported to be 
amply supplied with munitions. 

Rebels advanced from the newly- 
won Teewood redoubt to capture 
Mamelon trench, the Government's 
last post of defense outside Irun. 
Then the rebels descended the other 


side of the hills to cut off the cus- 
‘tom house where 15 Government 


machine gunners remained at their 


' posts. 


Three Irun defenders escaped in 
an automobile along the road to 
Behobia but three others were 
blown up by hand grenades hurled 
by advancing Fascist rebels. The 
last residents of Behobia crossed 
the international bridge over the 
Bidassoa River into France. 

Taking of Hill. 

Rebel troops attacked a Govern- 
ment redoubt on Mount Turiarte 
with hand grenades, capturing one 
of the last trenches defending Irun. 

Twenty men crept up the hil! to 
plant the red and gold flag on the 
crest for which rebels had fought 
ee days. Cheers of their rebel 
cofrades in forward lines could be 
heard as the flag broke into the 
breeze. 

The Faseist attackers lost only 
one man under the fire from Gov- 
ernment defenders barricaded og 
the hill.

The Des Moines conference will 

be attended by the Govornors 
Iowa, Nebraska; Missouri, Oklaho- 
ma, Minnesota and Wisconsin, in 
addition to Gov. Landon. 
At Cheyenne, where a _ large 
crowd appeared at the _§ station, 
Gov. Johnson of Colorado, Demo- 
cratic candidate for the United 
States Senate, boarded the train 
to ride with the President to Jules- 
burg, Colo., where -late today Mr. 
Roosevelt will make another auto- 
mobile tour ofthe drouth area. The 
train entered Colorado soon after 
leaving Cheyenne. 

In a rear platform talk at Lara- 
mie, Wyo., the President said the 
farmers in different sections of the 
country were dependent on each 
others’ prosperity. If the wheat 
farmers suffered from drouth, they 
could buy so much meat from the 
neighboring cattle raiser, he said. 


Gov. Landon to Take College Ad- 
visers With Him to Gonference. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 2. — Gov. 
Alf M. Landon will be accompanied 
on a quick trip to Des Moines to- 
morrow by two Kansas State Col- 
lege men, Dr. L. E. Call, dean of 
agriculture, and Dr. W. E. Grimes, 
head of the department of sociology 
and economics.

Fighting in Irun.

IRUN, Spain, Sept. 2.—Gen. Em- 
ilio Mola, Fascist commander, in- 
stalled reinforcements today in ad- 
vanced positions in a valley before 
the only remaining hill in posses- 
sion of the Government militiamen. 

Capture of the sole remaining 
hill, however, would not end the 
fighting, Government supporters as- 
serted. 

“We are ready to battle in the 
streets of Irun until the last man 
is dead,” a Government commander 
declared. 

Warships of the rebel fleet lay 
off the coast ready to engage in 
assault. 

The \ defending forces were 
cheered by news of construction of 
a new airdrome at San Sebastian 
to which the Madrid administration 
was ready to rush Government 
fighting planes. Two thousand Gov- 
ernment volunteers began work on 
the airfield and were reported to 
have made mitch progress during a 
short period. 

Militiamen reported a “final as- 
sault” on the rebel stronghold at 
Oviedo had been balked by the fog, 
but surrender of the insurgent gar- 
rison was “imminent.” 


Yesterday’s Rebel Advance. 


The Government militia was 
pushed back slowly yesterday by 
the Fascists. 

Rebel shells and bombs killed and 
wounded many persons and de- 
stroyed much property as the in- 
surgent forces sought to occupy this 
northern coastal city in their efforts 
to gain a seaport, to free hostages 
and to capture gasoline stores. 

Waves of Guvernment reinforce- 
ments rolled into the holes which 
rebel shells tore in the defending 
lines. New contingents rushed for- 
ward in a vain attempt te halt or 
slow up the Fascist advance. The 
defending lines held atop the hill 
and rebel officers finally signaled a 
halt to the gunners on the opposite 
slopes. ‘ 

Fascist hostages struggled in their 
chains in exposed areas as the fight- 
ing planes of their own forces 
soared overhead and dropped 
bombs. 

Twenty-seven buildings were 
wrecked during the air raids, mi- 
litiamen declared. Two persons died 
inside one structure. . 

Across the French-Spanish fron- 
tier, families of the defenders 
watched the battle. 

The rebels asked again: “Surren- 
der.” The Government forces re- 
plied once more: “Never.”

Bureau of Air Commerce officials 
sought to bring out during the 
course of the investigation that 
pilots not infrequently overesti- 
mated their nearness to an airport 
in order to get clearance from the 
airport traffic control tower for a 
landing ahead of the plane of a 
rival line. Since the crash occurred 
the Bureau has installed traffic 
control systems at major airports. 


Great Care Taken With Report. 

It is apparent that great care 
was taken in preparing today’s re- 
port. Over at least one previous 
crash, that in which Senator Bron- 
son Cutting of New Mexico was 
killed at Atlanta, Mo., the Bureau 
and TWA have been in _  contro- 
versy. 

The airline insisted that the 
bureau’s radio direction beams 
were at fault in the Cutting crash, 
too. But in its official report on 
‘the causes of the accident the 
Bureau reported the beams were 
functioning at normal. A Senate 
investigation grew out of the Cut- 
ting disaster and a Senate Com- 
mittee headed by Senator Copeland 
of New York recently directed 
severe criticisms at officials of the 
Bureau for failure to insure air 
safety. 

The only two survivors of the 
Uniontown crash were Mrs. Meyer 
C. Ellenstein, wife of the Mayor of 
Newark, N. J., and the hostess of 
the airliner, Nellie H. Granger. 
Ferguson and his co-pilot, Harry C. 
Lewis, were both killed outright. 

Contributory causes to the acci- 
dent the Bureau found as follows: 

“Failure of the pilot to identify 
accurately his position with respect 
to the Pittsburgh-Allegheny County 
Airport before descending through 
the overcast in preparation for his 
scheduled landing. 

“Failure of the pilot to proceed 
to and follow the right hand side 
of the west leg of the Harrisburg 
radio range course when it first 
became necessary for him to resort 
to instrument flying in the vicinity 
of Harrisburg due to weather con- 
ditions and failure to complete his 
flight on the right hand side of 
the northeast leg of the Pittsburgh 
radio range, as provided for by 
both Department of Commerce and 
TWA regulations.” 

Comment on Last Moments. 

The point at which the crash oc 
curred is not on the regular course, 
from the southeast into Pittsburgh, 
but on the northeast beam. Of the 
last moments of the flight the 
bureau has this to say: 

“The conclusion of the Bureau 
of Air Commerce is that the air- 
plane was much farther south and 
east of the position Pilot Ferguson 
reported at 10:09 a. m., and that he 
never reached the position he had 
calculated. This is supported by the 
fact that the pilot reported’ the 
signal strength of the Pittsburgh 
radio control tower as ‘weak,’ 
which would be expected at a point 
as far away as Connellsville (where 
the plane was seen and heard at 
10:10 a. m.), nearly at the limit 
of the transmitting range of the 
Pittsburgh airport radio control 
tower. 

“When Pilot Ferguson discovered 
he was off his course, either by 
visual observations or signals from 
the radio range which told him 
definitely that he was in the ‘N’ 
zone south of Pittsburgh instead of 
the ‘N’ zone north of the airport as 
he may initally have assumed, the 
airplane was flying at a low alti- 
tude, following the main _ valley 
along the east side of Chestnut 
Ridge. He evidently concluded to 
continue at a low elevation and 
keep the ground in sight, until he 
could determine his exact location 
or find an opportunity to head west 
out of the mountains and into bet- 
ter weather conditions. This latter 
procedure brought him into the ra- 
vines with fatal results.” 

Because of the bad feeling exist- 


ing between the bureau and the 
TWA lines, Secretary of Commerce 
Roper named a special board of of- 
ficials in his department, headed 
by South Trimble Jr., solicitor, to 
conduct the investigation into the 
crash. The report was held up for 
some time until Roper could return 
from Europe and study.it. Likewise 
it has been given closest study by 
Trimble. In the course of the Sen- 
ate’s air safety investigation, it was 
repeatedly charged that politics 
dominated the Air Bureau. 


Never Found Its Beams at Fault. 


Under the duty of reporting on 
the causes of air crashes since 1934, 
the bureau has never found its own 
radio direction beams in any way 
at fault. At the Senate investiga- 
tion, bureau officials indicated they 
would like to be relieved of the re- 
sponsibility of passing on the causes 
of air disasters. 

Today’s report finds that although 
weather conditions on the morning 
of the flight indicated “blind” fly- 
ing would be necessary, it adds that 
these conditions “were not consid- 
ered hazardous.” The mountainous 
region near Pittsburgh has often 
been referred to as “the Graveyard 
of Aviators.” There is frequent fog, 
accompanied by sleet. 

A report qn the causes of the re- 
cent crash near Lambert Field at 
St. Louis should be forthcoming 
fairly soon, Vidal said recently. An- 
alyzing that crash will be a com- 
paratively simple job, Vidal said.

ions relating to groups which met

It is plain that no little subtlety 
is called for in determining these 
matters. Thus, the bureau has 
ruled that tickets to a dinner are 
not taxable if separate tickets are 
sold to the dance which follows aft- 
erward. A dinner ticket costing $4 
would not be taxable but a dance 
ticket costing $1 would be subject 
to tax even though dancing might 
immediately follow the dinner. 


On the Other Hand— 


As an example of the kind of 
meeting that is taxed, take the 48 
states societies that exist here, 
made up of former residents of the 
states. They are non-profit organ- 
izations of a wholly social nature, 
The Wisconsin State Society held 
its final dinner dance in the spring, 
charging members 75 cents and 
non-members $1.

Because of the impossibility of 
determining whether Sheriff Deu- 
ser has received more than the 
amount to which he was entitled 
during his four-year term, which 
ends next January, it Was recom- 
mended that no further payments 
be made to him by the county un- 
til reports have been filed by him 
and audited and questions settled 
as to disputed items to which the 
Sheriff contends Le is entitled in 
addition to the $10,000 he is permit- 
ted to retain by the State Consti- 
tution, 

Present conditions can never be 
corrected entirely, even with full 
co-operation of everyone concerned, 
until the office of the Sheriff is 
placed on a straight salary basis, 
rather than operating on fees, in 
the opinion of the auditors. 


Amendment of Law Urged. 

Calling attention to the action of 
the Legislature 10 years ago, en- 
abling St. Louis to place its Sheriff 
on a salary basis, the report recom- 
mended the same procedure for St. 
Louis County. 

“In order to efficiently handle the 
situation that now exists,” the re- 
port continued, “it seems advisable 
that the County Court attempt to 
enter into an arrangement with the 
Sheriff, whereby the county will 
agree to pay the Sheriff an ade- 
quate salary, plus the expenses of 
his office, and will receive all of the 
income and the emoluments from | 
the Sheriff's office.

Report Covers 31 Months. 


The audit report filed today was 
for the first 31 months of Deuser'’s 
term, from Jan. 1, 1933, to July $31, 
1935. Canceled checks turned over 
to the auditors of the Sheriff indi- 
cated that food costs for the pris- 
oners during the first seven months 
of 1935 totaled $4672, or an average 
cost of 27 cents a day for eacn 
prisoner, the report stated. Last 
December thc County Court -e- 
duced the Sheriff's food allowance 
for prisoners from 75 to 30 cents a 
day, on recommendation of Coun- 
ty Auditor Edwin O. Harper, but 
later, after Deuser protested, fixed 
a compromise rate of 45 cents. 

While the Sheriff's actual net ‘tn- 
come, due to the inadequacy of rec- 
ords made available to the audi- 
tors, “must remain merely a mat- 
ter of conjecture,” his income as 
reflected in the audit “will be ma- 
terially increased, inasmuch as the 
Sheriff will continue to cellect fees 
for some years after his term of 
office has expired,” the report stat- 
ed. “An illustration of this fact 
is contained in an audit report f 
the State Auditor which indicates 
that during the first three years 
after leaving office ex-Sheriff A. A. 
Wilmas received from the Circuit 
Clerk and County Treasurer ap- 
proximately $11,000 in fees.” 

Changes Suggested. 

Suggestions made in the report 
to “improve the present status” 
were as follows: 

That a complete set of double en- 
try books be installed to provide a 
permanent record of all financial 
transactions. 

That all income be correctly re- 
corded, even though it be of a na- 
ture now construed to be exempt 
from accountability and of no con- 
cern to anyone except the Sheriff. 

That all expenditures, including 
cost of feeding -prisoners, be prop- 
erly reflected in the records, 

That all cash be deposited intact 
in a bank account dedicated to the 
transactions of the Sheriff's office 
and nothing else, and that the bank 
account be reconciled at least once 
a month with the books of account. 

That reports be submitted to the 
County Court each month, detail- 
ing all income and _ expenditures, 
fees receivable but not collected and 
amounts due others. 

That accounts be kept with all 

ex-Sheriffs to show the amount of 
fees still due and the year to which 
each fee is applicable. 
‘That every fee payable by a 
county or State officer to any ex- 
Sheriff be paid to the County Treas- 
urer until it can be determined 
whether the ex-Sheriff is entitled 
to receive it. 

That purchases of foods be made 
only on requisition through’ the 
county purchasing agent and under 
the joint supervision of the Sheriff 
and the county accounting officer, 
and that payments be made by the 
county direct to the vendor. 

That settlement with the Sheriff 
be made by the County Court each 
moxgth only after presentation to 
the County Court -of the _ state- 
ments described, prepared by the 
Sheriff and audited and approved 
by the accounting officer.

Mrs. Schaub Seeks Permission 
‘to Remove Children to 
New Jersey Home. 


Mrs. Elvira Royle Schaub, di- 
vorced wife of Clarence H. Howard 


Jr., filed a motion at Clayton today 
for modification of the decree by 
which she obtained custody of two 
daughters, in an effort to take them 
with her te live at East Orange, 
N. J., with her second husband, 
Harry P. Schaub. 

She alleges in her motion that 
Howard has married “a young 
woman, without training in the 
rearing of children,” and would not 
be able to provide tehm with “a 
mother’s devotion” if she is denied 
the right to take them from Mis- 
souri, as now provided in a court 
stipulation. 

The two children, Shirley Claire, 
age 9, and Marilyn Ann, 7, are tem- 
porarily with Howard, son of the 
late millionaire steel manufacturer, 
who is exercising one of his rights 
under the agreement to take the 
children with him during the sum- 
mer. Mrs. Schaub is not permitted 
to take the children from Missouri 
without permission of the Court, 
and Howard is permitted to have 
them visit him at stated intervals. 

Wants Children in New Jersey. 

At the Schaub home in New Jer- 
sey, the children will be reared in 
wholesome surroundings, Mrs. 
Schaub set forth in her motion. 
Her husband, she added, is kind 
and patient and has a 14-year-old 
son of his own. Her own immedi- 
ate family lives nearby. 

To réfuse her permission to take 
the children, she pointed out, 
would mean that she either must 
live in St. Louis apart from her 
husband, or give complete custody 
of the children to Howard. This 
would be contrary to the welfare 
of the children, she said, “as he has 
married a young woman without 
training in rearing children and 
who cannot have a deep affection 
for these children.” 

Neither Howard nor his second 
wife has any intention, she assert- 
ed, of giving their individual at- 
tention to the children, as indicated 
by the fact that he rented a separ- 
ate apartment and employed a gov- 
erness to care for them during 
their visits to him. eo 

Offer to Ex-Husband 

In seeking the modification, Mrs. 
Schaub requested permission to 
take the children from Missouri at 
her discretion, and offered to al- 
low Howard to see the children at 
reasonable times.and places. He 
may have them now during sum- 
mer months, and at certain hours 
Sundays and Fridays. 

In a stipulation last October, 
Mrs. Schaub agreed not to make 
application in an 1l-month period 
to take the children from Missouri. 
The period ended yesterday. The 
Howards were divorced about a 
year ago. He later married - Miss 
Betty Rathmann, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. L. Rathmann, 6422 
Cecil avenue. The former Mrs. 
Howard and Schaub were married 
here June 6.

H. Sam Priest Says About 
$28,000 Is Due From 
Attorneys Who Guaran- 
teed Payment. 


Unless settlement is made short- 
ly Circuit Clerk H. Sam Priest ex- 
pects to file suits against all law- 
yers who signed cost bonds guar- 
anteeing payment of costs in cases 
in Circuit Court in which they rep- 
resented litigants and where costs

One law firm which owes ap- 
proximately $6500 has been nego- 
tiating with the clerk for payment.

In 
all it was estimated delinquent fees

Comparison of the census figures 
for each of the city’s wards, and of 
the registration for the wards, prior 
to the Election Board’s official re- 
canvass just before the Aug. 4 pri- 
mary, adds some interesting side- 
lights to the registration frauds ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch. 

When the wards are ranked ac- 
cording to the ratio the registra- 
tion bore to the population, State 
Senator Michael Kinney’s Fifth 
Ward leads all the rest, with 72 


per cent of the population, accord- 
ing to the 1930 census figures, 
registered. 

In that census, which provides 
the latest available population data, 
it was determined that 68 per cent 
of the St. Louis population of 821,- 
960 persons were 21 years of age or 
older, and hence eligible, unless 
otherwise disqualified, to vote. 


Most “Not Founds” in Fifth. 


Senator Kinney’s ward led, not 
only in percentage of population 
registered, but also in the per- 
centage of those registered who 
could not be found in the Election 
Board’s official recanvass. Prior 
to the recanvass, 13,401 were regis- 
tered, of whom 4657, or 34.7 per 
cent, were “not found” in the re- 
canvass. The 13,401 listed in the un- 
corrected registration compares 
with a population for the ward of 
18,490, of all ages. 

The Senator’s bitter political ri- 
val, Justice of the Peace Jimmy 
Miller in the Fourth Ward, ranks 
far down in the list, fourteenth, in 
proportion of registration to popu- 
lation in his ward. The Fourth 
Ward’s percentage is 47, one point 
under the general average for the 
city, which is 48. 

Miller’s- ward, however, was only 
a shade behind Kinney’s in the per- 
centage of the June registration’s 
not founds in the recanvass—34.5 to 
Kinney’s’ 34.7.

Another downtown ward, the 
Sixth, and the Twenty-first in North 
St. Louis, each had 58 per cent of 
the population registered, to tie for 
second place in the list. 

Then came the Nineteenth, 
Twenty-second and First wards, in 
north and northwest St. Louis, with 
percentages ranging from 55.5 to 52. 
The mid-town Sixteenth Ward, and 
the Eighteenth, a near North Side 
ward, both had 52 per cent of the 
population registered. The Thir- 
teenth Ward, on the South Side, 
was but a shade behind with 51.8. 
The Fourteenth Ward, on the South 
Side, a little closer to mid-town, 
had 51. 

Next came another near North 
Side ward, the Twentieth, which 
had 50.7. The big Twenty-fourth 
Ward, in the southwestern part of 
the city, had 50 per cent of its pop- 
ulation registered, and the Twelfth, 
on the far South Side, was nearest 
the average for the city with 48.7 
per cent. 

47 Rer Cent in Fifteenth. 

The Fifteenth Ward, a mid-town 
area, ranked fifteenth on the list, 
with a percentage of 47. The Twen- 
ty-third Ward, west and north of 
the central part of the city, had 46, 
and the Second, in North St. Louis, 
had 45.7. 

The Tenth and Eleventh wards. 
on the South Side, east of Grand 
avenue, had percentages of 44.8 
and 45, respectively, and the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward, in the West End,

The mid-city Seventeenth Ward 
had 44 per cent, and in Northwest- 
ern St. Louis the Twenty-seventh 
Ward had 438.

The dusky sprint and broad jump 
champion, accompanied by Coach 
Larry Snyder of Ohio State, came 
to New York yesterday and signed 
a contract intrusting Owens’ fu- 
ture to Forkins. He will fulfill 
any agreements the theatrical pro- 
moter makes for him. 

So far there are two possibilities, 
Forkins said, one that Jesse appear 
in vaudeville for 10 weeks at the 
rate of $5000 a week, the other for 
him to make the county fair and 
exposition circuit as a runner, 
competing “probably against Eddie 
Tolan.” Forkins said he would 
decide within 48 hours which of- 
fer to accept and that Owens 
would begin his professional ca- 
reer by Sept. 14. 

Owens agreed on the plea of ac- 
cepting thé offer that promises to 
bring in the most money regardless 
of the possibility of saving his ama- 
teur status. Although he pointed 
out that Charlie Paddock had ap- 
peared on the stage without for- 
feiting his standing as an amateur, 
Snyder said he thought it unlikely 
the Western Conference would ac- 
cept Owens as an amateur even if 
he only appeared in vaudeville.

Acting in the absence of the rebel 
generalissimo, Francisco Franco, 


Gen. Queipo de Liano, one of his | 


staff chiefs, informed the Ameri- 

can Consul at Seville that neither 

he nor his aviation forces had in- | 

formation of the incident.

“Last night (Monday) the Under- 
secretary of State telephoned to 
Mr. Wendelin to inform him that 
the Minister of State had person- 
ally conferred with the command- 
er of the Government air forces 
and was able to state categorically 
that no Government planes were op- 
erating in the area where this in- 
cident occurred on Aug. 30, and 
that, moreover, the Spanish Gov- 
ernment possessed no planes of the 
type described by the commander 
of the Kane. The Undersecretary 
added that instructions

PRESIDENT AT BURIAL 
OF SEGRETARY DERN 


Bugler Sounds Taps at Grave | 
After Services in Tabernacle 
at Salt Lake City.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Sept. 
2.—Secretary of War Dern was 
buried in Mount Olivet Cemetery 
yesterday. 

As President Roosevelt stood 
with bared head bowed, beside Mrs. 
Dern, an Army bugler sounded 
taps. A few moments later the 
body was lowered into the grave. 

Earlier a crowd estimated at 


more than 30,000 gathered in and 
near the Mormon tabernacle and 
the Temple Square Gardens for the 
funeral service. Nearly as many, 
police estimated, thronged the 
cemetery, nearthe Wasatch Moun- 
tains overlooking Salt Lake City. 

The President, who entered the 
tabernacle on the arm of his son, 
John, sat during the services beside 
Heber J. Grant, president of the 
Latter Day Saints (Mormon 
Church. 

“A voice that spoke in the coun- 
cils of the nation has been stilled,” 
said Dr. Elmer I. Goshen, pastor of 
the Congregational Church, of 
which Mr. Dern was a member. 

Dr. Jacob Trapp, Unitarian pas- 
tor whom Secretary Dern often 
heard preach, spoke before the Con- 
gregational minister. 

Chopin’s funeral march, played on 
the great tabernacle organ, opened 
the services. The tabernacle choir 
sang two hymns, “Crossing the Bar” 
and “Léad Kindly Light.” Mrs. 
Irene Kelly Williams of Philadel- 
phia, at the special request of Mrs. 
Dern, sang “I Know My Redeemer 
Liveth” from Handel’s “Messiah.” 

Handel's “Dead March” from 
“Saul” was the organ postlude as 
six close friends, fellow Masons, 
bore the casket out through the 
temple garden to a hearse waiting 
at the south gate. 

Sixteen hundred National Guards- 
men and soldiers escorted the pro- 
cession to the cemetery.

HEARINGS IN MEXICO 
UN CHURCH SEIZURES 


Half of Confiscations  Re- 
versed in Attempt.to Clarify 
Property Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Sept. 2.—A major 
ground for criticism of Mexico's 
laws nationalizing the property of 
the Catholic Church seemingly dis- 
appeared when the Treasury De- 
partment ruled the rights of private 
property must be respected in their 
enforcement. 


Persons who purchased church 
property “in good faith,” not know- 
ing it belonged to religious institu- 
tions, need have no fear the Gov- 
ernment will seize their holdings, 
the department ‘said. 

However, it said, the ruling will 
not apply to persons who were 
“negligent” in failing to determine 
the status of property they bought, 
or to those who hold property 
merely as an agent of the church 
to prevent seizure. 

A prime factor in determining the 
“good faith” of the purchaser, the 
ruling said in effect, will be the 
price paid for it, which must be 
fairly well in line with actual 
values. 

Enforcement of Laws. 

In the last quarter\century, suc- 
cessive revolutionary governments 
have enforced—“with varying zeal’ 
—laws drafted 70 years ago de- 
signed to break up the vast hold- 
ings the Catholic Church acquired 
in its four centuries in Mexico. 

Under legislation passed in 1859 
and 1861, during the reform admin- 
istration of Benito Juarez, the Gov- 
ernment was empowered to take 
over the thousands of churches, 
hospitals, schools, colleges, orphan- 
ages and convents and the church 
was barred from acquiring or hold- 
ing property. 

During the 30-year dictatorship of 
Porfirio Diaz the anti-church laws 
were not enforced, but the revolu- 
tion that ousted Diaz in 1910 saw 
them revived. 

New and more sweeping legisla- 
tion came in 1917, with the new 
revolutionary constitution, and in 
1926, with the bitterly anti-Catholic 
government of Plutarco Elias Cal- 
les, which put it into vigorous en- 
forcement. 

A recent “revolutionary” court 
interpretation of the laws held the 
Government was entitled to take 
over any building in which it was 
“presumed” religious services had 
been conducted, monks or nuns had 
lived or priests or prelates had had 
their residence. 

On that basis, some state govern- 
ments—notably that of Puebla 
which seized 117 buildings in sev- 
eral weeks—started sweeping con- 
fiscations. That drew an outcry 
from Catholics, the more conserva- 
tive press and property owners.

Reminiscences of City University. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

READ in your paper recently the ac- 

count of the razing of the old building, 
once known as the City University, and 
the story you told set the belle of memory 
ringing until I am impelled to write this 
letter in the attempt to stop their clamor. 
For I entered this school in the year 1861, 
just after the public schools were closed 
temporarily for want of funds. 

It is a surprise to me to note how 
clearly the event of my entering appears. 
The examination for grading, Edward 
Wyman himeelf, the various teachers, 
Messrs. Avery, Seymour, Bergh, Butler 
and others, appear, as in a vision, amid 
the crowd of youngsters asking admis- 
sion. I recall, also, many of these, The 
McFarlane brothers; the son of Gov. Gam- 
ble, afterward a physician in this city; 
Laclede Howard, well remembered here 
yet; Arminius Boch, Fred Grant, son of 
U. 8. Grant, and very many others. 

But more clearly than these I recall 
the sons of Mr. Wyman: Walter, who per- 
suaded me to go to college with him, and 
was, years later, Surgeon-General of the 
U. 8. Marine Hospital Service, and Frank, 
later the postmaster of St. Louis. I won- 
der how many of my old schoolmates are 
still living! 

We had three cadet companies, arranged 

by stature. We had a band also, six 
drums and six fifes, and we _ certainly 
called out neighbors as we marched 
screaming down the street. This band 
was my delight, for I was the “fife major” 
and leader. The teacher of this drum 
corps was Joe Emmet, a well-known co- 
median in after years. I believe there 
were more rebels than Federals in these 
companies, and occasionally squabbles oc- 
curred, but we were all loyal to the ca- 
dets. 
_ QOur drill and playground was a vacant 
lot now occupied by a church. Pine 
street extended only two squares farther 
west than the school. It was cut off by 
a large pond where we skated in winter 
and swam in summer, when the police 
happened to be blind. The Olive street 
cars stopped on Seventeenth street. Be- 
yond this was the open country with few 
houses, used for farming and pasture. 
Here lay the Confederate Camp Jackson, 
situated about where Chestnut and Gar- 
rison now lie. 

Mrs. Cuthbert, whose academy occu- 
pied the University building after the 
close of the Wyman School, did not con- 
tinue there until the later ‘90s, as your 
article stated, for the building was used 
as a branch of the public high school in 
the early ‘80s. I believe Mrs. Cuthbert 
closed her academy about 1878. 

I have not lived in St. Louis for the 
past 50 years, but revisit it frequently, 
and note each time how much it has 
changed. I hope this little sketch will be 
of some interest to you. If it gives only a 
fraction of the pleasure I gained from 
your article, I shall be amply repaid.

COL. KNOX ON LABOR. 

Col. Frank Knox, in @ speech at Waterbury, Conn., 
the other night, expressed the sound view that it is 
no part of the function of government to enter upon 
the general regulation of wages. Making a proper 
exception of. woman workers and young workers, who 
require the protection of the police power against ex- 
ploitation, Col. Knox said: 


The workers as a whole must better conditions 
by their own efforts. Our laboring population 
has been beguiled and lured by fervid protesta- 
tions of friendship and promises of legislation. 
For three centuries, American workers have 
fought their battles with economic problems 
without the help of the Federal Government. 


Essentially the same doctrine was preached con- 
stantly by the late Samuel Gompers, for many years 
head of the organized labor movement in the United 
States. On the ground that labor’s long-run interests 
demanded that it keep itself free to use its economic 
power in its own way, Gompers resisted all forms of 
attempted government paternalism in labor relations. 
He was not deceived by what he called “well-inten- 
tioned but uninformed” efforts to establish compul- 
sory arbitration of labor disputes; he saw clearly that 
if labor bound itself by any such system, it would run 
the risk, under the inevitable shifting in political 
control, of having its cause adjudicated in hostile 
courts. He was ever concerned, as he said, with “the 
fundamental principles of human liberty and refusal 
to surrender rights to governmental agencies.” In 
his annual report of 1916, he warned against the al- 
lurements held out by “that class of society that is 
very desirous of doing things for the workers and 
establishing institutions for them that will prevent 
their doing things for themselves and maintaining 
their own institutions.” 

It was Gompers’ counsel, in short, that labor be- 
ware of all efforts, however well meant, to bring it 
into an entangling alliance with government. No 
immediate gain, he held, could compensate for the 
loss or whittling down of fundamental rights. 

The zeal of Gompers for the welfare of labor was 
a zeal also for the true principles of our democratic 
form of government. 
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MRS. OWEN’S RESIGNATION. 

The resignation of Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen as 
United States Minister to Denmark was a fitting and 
proper action. The explanation given by the first 
American woman to fill a major diplomatic post— 


that she desires to campaign for Mr. Roosevelt and) 


feels she can be of more service by doing 80 as a 
private citizen—may be viewed as a diplomatic rea- 
son. Many holders of public office will campaign 
for the President; few if any will resign or even take 
leaves of absence. A more compelling reason is the 
fact of Mrs. Owen's recent marriage to Capt. Boerge 
Rohde of the Danish army. 

Capt. Rohde holds a high position in the Danish 
court, as an officer in King Christian’s bodyguard 
and as “Kammerjunker,”’ or honorary gentleman 
groom to the sovereign. Mrs..Owen retains her 
American citizenship, it is true, but under Danish 
law she is also considered a Danish subject. In 
these circumstances, it is obvious that situations 
might arise that would be embarrassing to her or 
to Capt. Rohde, and that her usefulness as American 
representative in Denmark might be impaired. The 
Danish press, while regretting Mrs. Owen’s departure, 
recognizes that, in view of her new status as wife 
of a Dane, diplomatic usage requires her resigna- 
tion. 

In her three-year tenure as Minister, Mrs. Owen 
has performed excellent service in cementing cordial 
relations between the United States and the progres- 
sive Scandinavian country. Her resignation will be 
regretted here as well as in Denmark, but the usage 
under which she gives up her post is a sound one.

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ST. LOUIS AT 30 MILES AN HOUR. 

Mayor Dickmann’s “30-mile-an-hour” experiment 
is petulantly characterised in the letter column as 
“a festival for arresting speeders.” There have been 
many drrests, of course, but unless an effort had been 
made to enforce the regulation, the speeder would 
have gone on his reckless way, and the American atti- 
tude, as pilloried by Kipling, would again be demon- 
strated: “They make the laws they flout and flout 
the laws they make.” 

Not all the abuses of motor traffic can be cor- 
rected by a speed limit. But the most glaring of- 
fenders listed by our correspondent—the middle-of- 
the-road nuisance, the beat-the-signal menace, the 
“downright careless” driver — have been noticeably 
subdued under the present order. The peak hours, 
which have been an ordeal to the rational driver, 
have been purged of much of their terror, and the 
discourteous have, under compulsion, been on their 
good behavior. 

Whether a 30-mile speed limit ig practicable in the 
modern tempo may be debatable. . But experience has, 
we believe, shown that the average driver makes the 
distance from his residence to business in substan- 
tially the same time as before. The difference at 
most is a matter of a few minutes. 

What éveryone knows is that 30 miles an hour in 
many instances is too fast, and 650 miles an hour on 
city streets is always and indefensibly too fast. It 
is such intolerable speed that is responsible for many 
of our so-called “unavoidable accidents.” 

This truth we might as well face. If 30 miles 
an hour will make the highways comparatively 
safe, that is the answer to the murderous motor 
problem, and it will be the law of the land, and it 
will be enforced. 
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REMEMBER THE MAINE? 

The United States Government is planning to with- 
draw all its vessels from Spanish waters at the earli- 
est possible date, Secretary of State Hull announces. 
The decision to take this action follows the bomb at- 
tack Sunday on the destroyer Kane by an uniden- 
tified airplane: This occasioned protests by our Gov- 
ernment to both sides in the Spanish civil war. 

The purpose for which the vessels were sent to 

the Spanish coast was the removal of American citi- 
zens. Of the 1582 Americans in Spain when the war 
began, about 600 remain. The Government has issued 
repeated warnings in the last six weeks, so it may 
be taken for granted that those who do not heed 
the last call are aware of the danger, but have de- 
cided to stay at their own risk. The Government 
will have done its duty, both to protect these Ameri- 
cans and to avert the danger of international com- 
plications if they are harmed, but it can scarcely re- 
move them forcibly from the war Zone. 
The country will be entitled to a sigh of relief 
when the last American vessel has left the danger 
region. The battleship Maine, visiting Havana har- 
bor at a somewhat similar time of tension in 1898, 
was blown up, and we went to war with the slogan, 
“Remember the Maine!” No opportunity should be 
given for history to repeat itself with a cry of “Re- 
member the Kane!” : 
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THREE-QUARTERS OF A MILLION. 

It long ago became trite to speak of the Municipal 
Opera as St. Louis’ great popular summer-night at- 
traction.

NORMAN THOMAS’ REQUEST. 

As a supposedly bitter opponent of war, it is strange 
to hear Norman Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
President, urging President Roosevelt, in effect, to 
become a party to the Spanish conflict on the side 
of the loyalists. Mr. Thomas asks the President to 
refuse permits for shipments of supplies to the rebel 
forces. 

In the first place, the President is without power 
to forbid shipments to either side in the Spanish 
war, since the Neutrality Act recently passed by Con- 
gress does not apply to civil conflicts. If the act did 
so apply, the President would be compelled to forbid 
shipment of munitions to either warring group, 
though he would lack authority to embargo all types 
of shipments. 

But even if the President could favor one of the 
factions in the manner suggested by Mr. Thomas, he 
would be placing the United States in a position of 
the greatest danger. Surely, Mr. Thomas cannot be 
unaware of the explosive possibilities of the troubles 
in Spain as they affect every great Power in Europe. 
For this country deliberately to favor one side over 
another would be madness. 

Several weeks ago, the State Department issued a 
statement to American business warning of the dan- 
gers of trade with Spain at this time. The State 
Department can do no more. Any trade undertaken 
by Americans with either of the factions must be done 
at the traders’ own risk. : 

So far as our Government itself is concerned, it 
must conduct itself with the strictest impartiality to- 
ward a conflict which is none of our affair. 
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FOUR MORE MONTHS OF DR. SHEAHAN. 

The ouster case against Dr. Edwin L. Sheahan, 
superintendent of the St. Louis County Hospital, has 
fizzled out in a feeble anti-climax. Because the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney's office, asleep at the switch, failed 
to file a return, the Supreme Court of Missouri, on 
Aug. 20, issued a rule restraining Circuit Judge Witt- 
haus and Prosecuting Attorney Anderson from oust- 
ing Dr. Sheahan.

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TOO GOOD TO BE TRUE. 
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The Hauptmann Trial: Whose Circus? 


Noting lawyers’ criticism of press for “clowning” of kidnaper’s trial, writer replies 
that bar “was more to blame for the shameful spectacle’’; attorneys, sworn officers 
ot the court, did some of the most spectacular trapeze work; thinks Judge Trench- 
ard could have subdued unseemly conduct of those responsible for sensationalism.

COUPLE of eminent lawyers at the meet- 
Aine of the American Bar Association in 

Boston inveighed against the clowning of 
criminal trials in the newspapers, selecting 
the Hauptmann case as their horrible ex- 
ample. 

Well, that was a horrible mess, to be sure, 
and the papers had no reason to be proud 
of their conduct, but it appears to me that 
the legal profession was more to blame for 
the shameful spectacle on its own home 
grounds than the press, which could have 
been kept within reasonable bounds if the 
Judge had shown a little more firmness in 
that respect. 

Of course, secret trials are not desirable, 
but it isn’t necessary to let the papers run 
hog-wild in covering a case involving a 
man’s life, and a little pressure from the 
bench would have been good for the press 
and justice, both. The kind of circulation 
which comes from such a performance is an 
unhealthy swelling which does the papers 
no good but does them, on the contrary, a 
degree of harm in the long run. 

But the bar seems to forget that some of 
the most spectacular trapeze work in the 
Hauptmann circus was discoursed, not by 
reporters or trained seals, but by lawyers 
with a responsibility much more direct and 
solemn than that of the fourth estate. If 
the men of the bar involved in the Haupt- 
mann trial all had lived up to the princi- 
ples which are dusted off and reasserted 
once a year at the meeting of the bar as- 
sociation and then forgotten, there would 
have been a much different story to tell, 
and it would have been told in a much more 
decent manner. 

It is my claim that newspaper men usually 
treat court proceedings with just as much 
dignity and respect as the legal profession, 
which has charge of the conduct and tone of 
such things. Perhaps they should observe a 
higher standard and set a good example for 
the courts and lawyers, but, after all, courts 
are official and lawyers are officers of the 
court, whereas papers are unofficial and 
governed by their own inner character. On 
the whole, their conduct is pretty good, 
considering they could be much worse and 
still remain within the law. 

But when a reporter covers a murder trial 
and hears counsel for the defense admit aft- 
er the acquittal that his client was guilty as 
hell, when he sees on the bench shyster law- 
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yers who bought their jobs by the kick- 
back system, when he has put in a few 
years’ association with prosecutors who do 
political business with notorious racketeers, 
he becomes a little blase about the solemnity 
of court proceedings. 

If justice is just a gag to the members of 
the bar, the reporter is likely to accept their 
estimate and permit a cynical flippancy to 
flavor his accounts. The same attitude may 
be noticed among political reporters in the 
Legislatures who sit in the press coop, 
drowsily playing tit-tat-toe on scratch paper 
while the grafter on the floor, who would 
sell out for any lobbyist’s $10 bill, hollers 
about the people’s rights. 

I think I had better gtick in a line here to 
say that in the foregoing I am not dealing 
specifically with the Hauptmann trial, but 
with the general experience of reporters 
around the courts. Old Judge Trenchard 
was so fair and conscientious and his repu- 
tation so good that some of the reporters on 
the job wrote special articles about him. It 
doubtless struck them as news to encounter 
such a man on the bench after their observa- 
tion of many other Judges in many other 
courts. 

Still, it was within his influence to sub- 
due the conduct of those who made of that 
trial “the most shocking example of the evil 
practices which have surrounded the trial of 
sensational cases in this country for many 
years.” These quotes are from the remarks 
of Judge Thomas Thacher before a meeting 
of Bar Association delegates in Boston. 

If an individual reporter or trained seal 
makes the error of conducting a trial of his 
own in print concurrently with the trial in 
court, the Judge on the bench has the right 
to toss that one out, or, if he wants to. toss 
him in. 

One great problem of the bar is the fact 
that some of its most illustrious members 
got that way advising great financiers how 
to evade taxes on their incomes while little 
people were being hauled before the collec- 
tors for examination on tax returns three 
years old and compelled to shower down an 
additional $3.47. With such conduct as the 
highest example in the profession, it is not 
strange that many of the new lawyers 
emerging from college by the thousand turn 
to practices which have made the legal pro- 
fession a great American hair shirt.

Spending for Posterity

IXTEEN per cent, or almost one-sixth of 

the nation’s income, was taken for taxes 
fn 1934. That is the National Industrial 
Conference Board's report. But the reader 
must not think that it went off as cheer- 
fully as all that. Taxes and expenditures 
are not the same thing. They may have 
been once upon a time, but not any more. 

The taxes collected from the American 
people for 1934 were only something more 
than half of the Government expenditure. 
The money spent, Federal, state and local, 
was about 14% billion dollars.

French Leftists Driving 
White Russians to China 


Awaiting Another 


Shanghai and 


Revolution or Soviet- 
Japanesé War, Emigrants Settle in 


Manchoukuo. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
SHANGHAI, Sept. 2. — The cen- 
ter of White Russian political 
thought, which has flourished in 
Paris for 19 years, is gravitating 
to the Far East. The exodus of 
White Russians from Paris began 
several years ago because of eco- 
nomic hardships and political op- 
pression, but disintegration of the 
once brilliant Russian quarter in 
the French capital has been has- 
tened by election of a Popular 
Front government and consumma- 


tion of the French-Soviet agree- 
ment. 

Following. the 1917 -Revolution 
more than. 2,000,000 Russian emi- 
grants voluntarily or involuntarily 
sought new homes abroad. Fore- 
most White Russian political lead- 
ers first sought sanctuary in Ber- 
lin. Germany’s post-war currency 
crisis, however, forced these exiles 
to change their domicile and Paris 
became the new home for them. 
Now conditions in Paris are mak- 
ing the position of White Russians 
more and more untenable. In the 
last few years many have emigrat- 
ed to Mexico and South America; 
many more have gone to the Far 
East. 

In the Far East, Russian emi- 
grees are opposed by no political 
barriers and at present their eco- 
nomic lot is better than that of 
their compatriots in Europe. As 
one Russian put it: “Besides en- 
joying better economic conditions, 
Russians in the Far East feel more 
at home than in Europe. We are 
nearer to Russia and to Siberia. 
And until the sale of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway to Manchoukuo 
there were good business oppor- 
tunities for Russian emigrees in 
Harbin, a typical Siberian border 
city. And in the Far East we will 
be in the wings, so to speak, if 
| Manchoukuo becomes the stage for 
| a war between Soviet Russia and 
| Japan.”

Roughly, Russian political emi- | 
| grees may be divided into two ir 
reconcilable and opposite groups. 
The “Porajentzy” or “Defeatist” 
group hopes for a Russian-Japa- 
nese war in which Soviet Russia will 
be defeated and a new revolution 
may usher in an imperial form of 
government modeled after that of 
the Czars. In such a war the De- 
featists would actively or passively 
support Japan, 

The second group, known as the 
“Oborontzy” or “Defense” party, be- 
lieve that in the event of a Rus- 
sian-Japanese war, all Russians, 
Whites or Reds, should unite in 
defending their country. 

Until this hypothetical life-and- 
death struggle between Japan and 
Soviet Russia becomes an actuality, 
the two opposing groups are fight- 
ing each other through their po- 
litical newspapers. 

Parties Within Groups. 

Each major political group is di- 
| vided into several minor parties. 
The Defense group includes the 
Young Russian party, which advo- 
cates state socialism under the 
nominal leadership of an emperor 
as a symbol of central government 
in sympathy with the traditions of 
Imperial Russia. This party’s can- 
didate for Emperor is Grand Duke 
Cyrill, who with his 22-year-old 
son, Vladimir, is living at St. Briac, 
his private estate in Germany. 

A grave scandal in the ranks of 
the Young Russian party occurred 
in Shanghai recently, when Nicho- 
las Peterev, one of the party lead- 
ers, renounced the Obcrontzy cause 
and returned to live in Soviet Rus- 
sia. 

The last few years ,and particu- 
larly since transfer of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway in June, 1935, hun- 
dreds of White Russians from Har- 
bin and many from Shanghai have 
abandoned their former political 
beliefs and returned to Soviet Rus- 
| sia. 

Peasants’ Party Included.

'reau in that city. | 
Hold Grip Over Emigrees 

The Russian Emigrants Bureau 
and the party headed by Rodzaev- | 
sky have almost supreme authority 
‘over White Russians in Manchou- 
|kuo. The bureau and the party | 
co-operate with the Japanese ad- 


ministration. 

Russian emigrants who are not 
affiliated with Rodzaevsky’s party 
are finding it increasingly diffi- 
cult to live in Manchoukuo. Many 
opponents of the party have been 
arrested, intimidated and subjected 
to hardships during imprisonment 
Many have been deported. Thou- 
sands voluntarily have emigrated to 
Shanghai or other port cities in 
China. 

Russian Paris is dying, but the 
White Russian population of 
Shanghai is increasing. In addition 
to the recent influx of Russian 
emigrees from Manchoukuo, many 
White Russian party leaders and 
their political followers have emi- 
grated from Europe and settled in 
China's business and industrial 
metropolis. 


The casual visitor to Shanghai 
doubtless leaves the port with the 
impression that the Russian popu- 
lation of the city consists prin- 
cipally of avaricious cabaret girls 
taxi dancers whose English/ vocab 
ulary begins and finishes with 
“Please buy me small bottle wine.’ 
But the Russian emigre colony of 
20,000 includes the usual percent- 
age of merchants, bankers, business 


and professional men to be found 
in any community of like size. Par- 
ticularly well represented is the 
publishing profession. A few years 
ago there was only one Russian 
newspaper in Shanghai. Today 
there are seven dailies and five 
weeklies, besides pamphiets pub- 
lished at intervals by political or- 
gans.

Public and Private Utility Men 
Dispute Value of Operating 
Comparisons.

WASHINGTON, 


ference in Washington, 
John E. Zimmerman, president 
of United Gas Improvement Co., 


assailed the Tennessee Valley Au- 


thority’s program and deplored 
competition in public utilities as 
“wasteful.” 

E. F. Scattergood, head of the 
Los Angeles Bureau of Power and 
Light, said public ownership had 
had a healthy effect on privately- 
owned companies by setting up 
standards of comparison. 

James C. Bonbright, trustee of 
the Power Authority of New York, 
agreed with Zimmerman’s argument 
that “an indirect indictment” of 
regulation by commissions is in- 
volved in Federal development of 
hydro-electric power and grants 
and loans for building municipal 
plants. 

Bonbright, writing with William 
E. Mosher of Syracuse University, 
contended that “a growing interest 
in public ownership” results from 
“a declining faith in the efficacy of 
present-day regulatory methods.” 
They found state regulation “but 
partially successful.” 

Zimmerman praised the record of 
state commissions as “one to which 
the public might point with satis- 
faction,” and said: 

“If the claim is valid that govern- 
ment cannot regulate fairly by com- 
missions, it follows that government 
cannot fairly operate the plants as 
*yardsticks.’” 

Government-owned power plants 
are “of no assistance” in testing 
the reasonableness of electric rates, 
he contended, since rate compari- 
gons are useless “unless operating 
conditions are the same.” 

Scattergood, who manages the 
municipally-owned utilities of Los 
Angeles, denied that operating con- 
ditions of publicly-owned utilities 
are different from those of private 
utilities. 


TRADE PACT WITH NICARAGUA 


Fourteenth Reciprocal Treaty Ne- || 


gotiated by Administration. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt proclaimed yester- 
day a new reciprocal trade treaty 
with Nicaragua, the fourteenth to 
be negotiated by the administra- 
tion. It will be effective on Oct. 
1. The agreement, signed on March 
11, will be the thirteenth to become 
operative, that with Finland not 
having been ratified. 

Under the agreement, the United 
States obligates itself to maintain 
on its free list sich Nicaraguan 
products as coffee, bananas, cocoa 
beans and cabinet woods in the log, 
while Nicaragua agrees to lower its 
duties on nine American products 
and gives assurances against in- 
creases on those applicable to 15 
other items. These include agricul- 
tural products and industrial equip- 
ment.

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 2. — 
Col. Frank Knox, Republican vice- 
presidential nominee, continued his 
campaign in industrial New England 
today with an assertion “you work- 
ing people” are paying 60 cents of 
every dollar of Federal taxes. 

He told an audience at Worcester, 
when his special campaign train 
halted here, that “taxes under the 
New Deal have reached a height 
never touched before by any kint 
of government in the world.”

C. J. Hartman Admits Trying to 
Sell Stolen U. S. Paper; Gets 
Nine-Month Term.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Described 
by Federal officers as “one of the 
shrewdest security thieves in the 
country,” Charles J. Hartman was 
sentenced to nine months in prison 
today by Federal Judge John W.
